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OF ROAD TRUCKS ASKED 


Harris County Jury Wants) 
Regulation of Common 
Carriers on Highways. 


HAMILTON, Ga., Dee, 2.—Legis- 
lative regulation of trucks and other 
common carriers on highways of 
Georgia has been urged by members 
of the Harris county grand jury, it 
was revealed today. 

A letter, signed by B. B. Pearson, 
foreman of the jury, and sent to 
State Senator A. ©, Alexander, of 
bah sone Hall, and Representative H. 

Kimbrough, of Chipley, points out 
that heavy tonnage destroys the effi- 
ciency of the highways and that some 
remedial legislation should be sought 
to take care of the situation. 

The grand jury members recommend 
taxation of operators of busses and 
trucks. The text of the letter fol- 
lows : 

“We, the members of the grand jury 
of Harris superior court, being im- 
pressed with the justice and necessity 
of conserving our highways and pro- 
tecting the taxpayers, including the 
railroads of said county. after a care- 
ful discussion and consideration of the 
matter, have unanimously concluded 
that it is imperative, as a matter of 
fairness and common sense, that there 
should be some legislative regulation 
of trucks and other commen ‘carriers 
now operating upon the highways of 
our state. 

“The carricrs, both inter-state afid 
intra-state, now using the public high- 
ways are carrying without expense to 
them eW#ormous tonnage such as is 
calculated to soon wear out and de- 
stroy the efficiency of said highways. 
There should be passed some remedial! 
legislation ‘to take care of this situa- 
tion. 

“Tonnage should be limited to a 
reasonable weight, such as the high- 
ways can bear without excessive wear 
and destruction; taxes, in the form 
of a license tax, or other efficient 
scheme of taxation, should be levied 
against the operators of busses, and 
trucks. 

“In realization of this necessity, 
we are addressing to you this com- 
munication, with the unanimous re- 
quest that you introdtice at the next 
session of the general assembly a bill 
to cover the above suggestions.

‘The 
colored crew did not comprehend so I 
just continued my course, saw land 
and thought it was Florida, as my 
map tallied with the surrounding coun- 
try. 

“The gas was running low and I 
had to land.

esting statistics on the linguistic con- 
fusion in Europe. It appears that 
there are 125 independent languages 
spoken on the old continent. The Ger- 
man language stands at the top and 
beats the Russian with a good 11 
million. This will come as a surprise, 
no doubt, to many. But then Russia 
is not homogenous in so far as the 
speech of the peoples inhabiting that 
vast domain is concerned. There are 
Ruthenians and Ukrainians, Tartars 
and Circassians, Armenians and Vol- 
hymians, Poles and Letts. 

The soviet policy vis-a-vis these na- 
tional groups is the very opposite of 
the czarist idea. Old Russia tried to 
male Russians out of all these peo- 
ples by imposing the Russian lan- 
guage in the schools. The new regime 
encourages the individual minorities to 
develop their own culture and nation- 
nl character. In all, Russian is 
spoken by 70 millions, German by 
81 millions of people. English comes 
third with 47 millions; Italian fourth, 
with 41 millions, and French fifth, 
wits S8&, 

There are about a million or so 
people in France who speak no 
French, not counting some American 
exiles. They are Bretons and Bas- 
ques and Flemings. At the bottom 
of the list comes the Nordwinian lan- 
guage which is spoken by about 50 
thousand people who inhabit’ the 
northern shores of Siberia. Another 
surprise to many people must be that 
Dutch is, listed as spoken by a full 
11 ‘million people, nearly eight million 
in Holland and nearly five million in 
Flanders.

In today’s mail was:a report by a 
colleague who, I am sorry to say, is of 
the osteopathic cult, tabulating the 
results of his first hundred cases of 
diathermy extirpation of the tonsils. 
I say I am sorry that my colleague 
is an osteopath; I'd be just as sorry 
if he called himself a homeopath or a 
psychopath; bunt if he called himself 
an allopath I'd never call him a col- 
league at all—you see I have little 
respect for a presumably educated 
physician who pretends to be bound 
by the tents of any little healing cult.

to brand him or his “school” as allo-

From my osteopathic colleague's re-, 
port I glean these interesting details: 

The hundred patients ranged in age 
from 4 to 78 years, and they received 
in the average a little over 5 1-2 
treatments each. Four patients com- 
plained of the sore throat for a few 
days following a treatment: 11 pa- 
tients said they just hated the treat- 
ments but they could stand it: 36 
patients said they suffered only slight 
discomfort: 46 declared it was not at 
all objectionable, “nothing to it.”

Various other indexes indicate total 
decrease of activity from 1928 of from 
15 to 20 per cent. 

There are many factors which give 
encouragement for the futuré. The 
fact that we are holding from 80: to 
85 per cent of our normal activities 
and incomes; that our major finan- 
cial and industrial institutions have 
come through the storm unimpaired; 
that price levels of major commodi- 
ties have remained approximately sta- 
ble for some time; that a number of 
industries are showing signs of in- 
creasing demand; that the world at 
large is readjusting itself to the sit- 
uation; all reflect grounds for con- 
fidence. We should remember that 
these occasions have been met many 
times before, that they are but tem- 
porary, that our country is today 
stronger and richer in resources, in 
equipment, in skill, than ever in its 
history. We are in an extraordinary 
degree self-sustaining, we will over- 
come world influences and will lead 
the march of prosperity as we have 
always done hitherto. 

Not By Laws. 


Economic depression cannot be 
cured by legislative action or execu- 
tive pronouncement. Economic 
wounds must be healed by the ac- 
tion of the cells of the economic body 
—the producers and consumers them- 
selves. Recovery can be expedited 
and its effects mitigated by co-opera- 
tive action, That co-operation _ re- 
quires that every individual should 
sustain faith and courage; that each 
should maintain his self-reliance; that 
each and every ene should search for 
method of improving his business or 
service; that the vast majority whose 
income is unimpaired’ should not 
hoard out of fear but should pursue 
their normal living and recreations; 
that each should seek to assist his 
neighbors who may be less fortunate; 
that each industry should assist its 
own employes; that each community 
and each state should assume its full 
responsibilities for organization of 
employment and relief of distress with 
that sfurdiness And independence 
which built a great nation.

As a contribution to the situation 
the federal government is ‘engaged 
upon the greatest program of water- 


way, harbor, flood control, public 


building, highway and airway im- 
provement in all our history. This, 
together with loans to merchant ship- 
builders, improvement of the navy 
and in military aviation, and other 
construction work of the government 
will exceed %520,000,000 for this fis- 
cal year. This compares with $253,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1928. The 
construction works already authorized 
and the continuation of policies in 


government aid witt require a con- 


tinual expenditure upwards of $500,- 
000 annually, 


Temporary Expansion. 


I favor still further temporary ex- 
pansion of these activities in aid to 
unemployment during thés winter. The 
congress will, however, have presented 
to it numbers of projects, some of 
them under the guise of, rather than 
the reality of, their usefulness in the 
increase of employment during the de- 
pression. There are certain. common- 
sense limitations upon any expansions 
of construction work. The government 
must not undertake works that are 
not of Bound economic purpose and 
that have not been subject to search- 
ing technical investigation, and which 
have not been given adequate consid- 
eration by the congress. The volume 
of construction work in the govern- 
ment is already at the maximum limit 
warranted by financial prudence as a 
continuing policy. To increase taxa- 
tion for purposes of construction work 
defeats its own purpose, as such taxes 
directly diminish employment in pri- 
vate industry. Again any kind of con- 
struction requires, after its authoriza- 
tion, a considerable time before labor 
can be employed in which to make en- 
gineering, architectural and legal prep- 
arations. Our immediate problem is 
the increase of employment for the 
next six months, and new. plans which 
do not produce such immediate result 
or which extend commitments beyond 
this period are not warranted. 

The enlarged rivers and harbors, 
public building, and highway plans 
authorized by the congress last ses- 
sion, however, offer an opportunity 
for assistance by the temporary ac- 
celeration of construction of these 
programs even faster than originally 
planned, especially if the technical re- 
quirements of the laws which entail 
great delays could be amended in such 
fashion as to speed up acquirements 
of land and the Jetting of contracts. 

With view, however, to the pos-

Government Finances | 


I shall submit the detailéd financial 
position of the government with rec- 
ommendations in the usual budget 
message. I will at this time, however, 
mention that the budget estimates cf 
receipts and expenditures for the cur- 


/rent year were formulated by fhe 


treasury and the budget bureau at a 
time when it was impossible to fore- 
cast the severity of the business de- 
pression and have been most seriously 
affected by it. At. that time a surplus 
of about $123,000,000 was estimated 
for this fiscal year and tax reduction 
which affected the fiscal year to the 
extent of $75,000,000 was authorized 
by the congress, thus reducing the esti- 
mated surplus to about $48,000,000. 
Closely revised estimates now made 
by the treasury and the bureau of the 
budget of the tax, postal, and other 
receipts for the current fiscal year 
indicate a decrease of about $430,- 
000,000 from the estimate of a year 
ago, of which about $75,000,000 is 
due to tax reduction, leaving about 
$355,000,000 due to the depression. 
Moreover, legislation enacted by con- 
gress subsequent to the submission of 
the budget enlarging federal construc- 
tion work to expand employment and 
for increase in veterans’ services and 
other items, have increased expendi- 
tures during the ane fiscal year 
by about $225,000,000. 

Thus the decrease of $430,000,000 
in revenue and the increase of $225,- 
000,000 in expenditure adversely 
change the original budget situation 
by about $655,000,000. This large sum 
is off'.. by the original estimated sur- 
plus a year ago of about $123,000,000, 
by the application of $185,000,000 of 
interest payments upon the foreign 
debt to current expenditures, by ar- 
rangements of the farm board through 
repayments, etc., in consequence of 
which they reduced their net cash de- 
mands upon the treasury by $100,000,- 
000 in this period, and by about $67,- 
000,000 economies and deferments 
brought about in the government, thus 
reducing the practical effect .of the 
change in the situation to an esti- 
mated deficit of about $180,000,000 
for the present fiscal year. I shall 
make suggestions for handling the 
present-year deficit © in the budget 
message, but I do not favor encroach- 
ment upon the statutory reduction of 
the public debt. 

While it will be necessary in pub- 
lic interest to further increase ex- 
penditures Guring the current fiscal 
year in aid to unemployment by specd- 
ing up construction work and aid to 
the farmers affected by the drouth, I 
can not emphasize too strongly the 
absolute necessity to defer any other 
plans for increase of government ex- 
penditures. The budget for 1932 fis- 
eal year indicates estimated expendi- 
ture of about $4,054,000,000, including 
postal deficit. ‘The receipts are esti- 
mated at about $4,085,000,000 if the 
temporary tax reduction of last year 
be discontinued, leaving a surplus of 
only about $30,000,000, Most rigid 
economy is therefore necessary to 
avoid increase-in taxes.’ 


National Defense 


Our army and navy are being main- 
tained at a high state of efficiency, 
under officers of high training and 
intelligence, supported by a devoted 
personnel of the rank and file. The 
London naval treaty has brought im- 
portant economies in the conduct of 
the navy. ‘The navy department will 
lay before the committees of the con- 
gress recommendations for a program 
of authorization of new construction 
which should be initiated in the fiscal 
year of 1932.

TIDESMEN HOPE 
HISTORY WILL 
REPEAT FISELF 


Twice Before Rose Bowl 
Success Has Followed 
Defeats of Georgia. 


UNIVERSITY, Ala., Dee. 2.—On 
a cold, blustery day in November, 
1925, Alabama‘s Crimson Tide, but 
recently graduated from the title of 
the Thin Red “Line, fought a dogged 
Georgia eleven off its feet for a 33- 
to) victory. 

Not only were the Alabama boys 
fighting for a verdict over their tradi- 
tional foes, but upon their victory 
hinged an invitation to play the Uni- 
versity of Washington in the Rose 
Bowl on New Year’s Day. 
This was the first time such a dis- 
tinction had been tendered a southern 
team and the Tidesmen fought with 
Savage fury to gain the honor. 

In the Rose Bowl at Pasadena, on 
January 1, 1926, this same group of 
southern boys scaled the heights by 
turning on Washington in the second 
half of the Tournament of Roses bat- 
tle and gaining a 20-to-19 victory. 
Doped to lose by a lopsided score be- 
fore the heralded Washington team, 
Alabama seemed hopelessly behind at 
the: half. George Wilson and his 
mates had rushed over two touch- 
downs during the first two periods. 


HUBERT IN VAN. 


But the Crimson. Tide, led by a 
passing wizard named Pooley Hubert, 
battered the Huskies for seven min- 
utes during the third quarter and 
scored three touchdowns. Guard Wil- 
liam Buckler “kicked goal, just enough 
to win.” A bewildered gridiron world 
slowly realized that Alabama had ac- 
complished the impossible and_beat- 
en Washington. 

Again in 1926 another band of 
Crimson-jerseyed * footballers pounced 
on a hapless Georgia team and pound- 
ed them into submission by a 33-to-6 
score. The same prize awaited them 
if they conquered Georgia, a trip to 
the coast to play ‘Stanford in the 
Rose Boyl. 

History repeated itself as the Crim- 
son Tide journeyed toward Pasadena. 
Sports writers all over the country 
picked Stanford as an easy winner. 
Stanford backers dug down into 
pockets to wager on Warner's eleven. 
It looked dark for the men from the 
south. 

DEFENSE STIFFENS. 

But once more a courageous bunch 
of fighters battled. tooth and nail 
against a more highly touted oppo- 
nent. Stanford’s dazzling plays gain- 
ed yard after yard in mid-field, but 
when the Cardinals approached the 
goal posts, the Crimson line stiffen- 
ed and fought them back. 

A tricky pass, early in the game, 
and a few swift thrusts through the 
line had earned Stanford a touchdown 
in the first quarter. After that, they 
were unable to penetrate Alabama's 
defense. - 

Charging desperately in the last pe- 
riod, Alabama’s line rushed Wilton, 
punting on fourth down. Clarke 
Pearce, huge, shambling center, got in 
front of the kick. The ball struck 
Pearce full in the face and rebounded 
toward Stanford’s goal. Wilton pounc- 
ed on it on the 14-yard line, but it 
was Alabama’s ball anyway. 

COMING THROUGH. 

Four savage thrusts into Stanford's 
line made it first down on the four- 
yard line. “Wu” Winslett pushed the 
ball two precious yards nearer in two 
bucks, then Jimmy Johnston, a sub- 
stitute with a bandaged shoulder and 
a driving pair of legs, took the ball 
and raced over the line through.a hole 
big enough to admit a cotton wagon. 
Herschel Caldwell, slight, blond-head- 
ed and unconcerned, calmly punched 
the oval through the goal posts for 
the extra point, and Alabama had 
tied the score, 7 to 7. 

The whistle blew a moment later, 
and Wallace Wades gridiron crea- 
tion again had accomplished the im- 
possible. 

Once more on a cold, blustery day 
in November, this time in 1930, Ala- 
bama’s crimson Tide defeated a dog- 
ged Georgia eleven for the honor of 
representing the south in the Rose 
Bowl. ‘This time the score was only 
13 to 0, but it was gained over a 
Bulldog eleven that had conquered 
Yale and New York University. 

On January 1, 1931, Alabama will 
oppose Washington State at Pasa- 
dena: and, again, the Crimson Tide 
will be the underdog.

CAUSE OF FAILURES 


Citizens Form Emergency 


Committee To Investigate 


Loss of State. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 2.—/) 
Pointing to what it termed “a public 
emergency” in the financial condition 
of the state, ainewly organized public 
emergency committee declared in: a 
statement today that “this is supreme- 
ly. a time for the people to act for 
their own protection:” 

“For that purpose we have formed 
ourselves together,” said the commit- 
tee which proposes to “discover the 
facts and publish them to the people 
and to lend our aid toward organizing 
the legislature to secure a fair and 
disinterested examination into the 
causes and agencies, near and remote, 
that have contributed to this crisis.” 

State funds amounting -to nearly 
$6,000,000, it was stated, “are lost te 
the use of the state at a time when 
they. are doubly needed for public 
works and to relieve unemployment.” 
These.funds, the statement continued, 
“and other county and city funds run- 
ning into more millions of dollars” 
are involved in the financial difficul- 
ties in Tennessee. 

Attorney-General L. D. Smith, who 
is acting to protect the state’s inter- 
est, has reported that state deposits 
in three closed banks total in excess 
of $5,700,000. Governor Henry H. 
Horton said recently he had “very 
great hopes” that through the attor- 
ney-general’s efforts the state would 
lose nothing as a result of the bank 
closings. More than $3,000,000, the 
attorney-general announced, was on 
deposit in the closed bank of Tennes- 
see, a subsidiary of Caldwell & Co., 
investment banking house now in re- 
ceivership. 

It will be the purpose of the com- 
mittee to “discover the facts and pub- 
lish them,” and to aid in organizing 
the legislature for a “fair and disin- 
terested”. investigation. 

Kighty-two persons compose the 
committee, which invited “to our col- 
ors all who may be willing to join.” 
In charge of the body are Lewis 8. 
Pope, a former state commissioner of 
institutions and candidate for the 
democratic governorship nomination 
two years ago; Hill McAlister, a 
former state treasurer and twice a 
candidate for the democratic governor- 
ship nomination, and John 8S. Denton, 
a former chairman of the state board 
of prison commissioners and of the 
state board of control. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
CORRECTS STATEMENT 

NASHVILLE. Tenn., Dec. 2.—(/) 
Attorney-General L. D, Smith, cor- 
recting a previous statement, said to- 
night that “only a portion” of $3,840,- 
000 in securities was missing from the 
Bank of Tennessee when it went into 
receivership, instead of . the full 
amount first reported. but that “some 
substitution of securities has taken 
place.” 

Whether or not these substitutions 
were authorized is “not yet clear,” 
the attorney-general said after point- 
ing out that securities with a value at 
that time of about $3,840,000 were 
deposited by the bank as a part of its 
assets upon demand of state superin- 
tendent of banks following an exam- 
ination last September. 

The Bank of Tennessee, a subsid- 
iary of Caldwell & Company, invest- 
ment house, went into state receiver- 
ship November 7, and a federal re- 
ceiver was appointed fur the parent 
concern a week later. 

The attorney-general’s statement to- 
day was made “to correct any misun- 
derstanding fhat exists in the public 
mind, by reason of the misapprehen- 
sion by me of the facts” at the time 
he issued his first statement two 
weeks ago. : 


21 CUSTOMS: MEN 
IN RUM SCANDAL 


DETROIT, Dec. 2.—(#)—Twenty- 
one members of the United States 
customs border patrol and 18 alleged 
liquor smugglers have been named in 
warrants charging bribery, acceptance 
of bribes and conspiracy to violate the 
tariff laws by smuggling Canadian 
liquor into the United States. 

Nine of the accused officers and 
seven alleged bootleggers are either 
in custody or under bond. The bonds 
range from $1.000 to $10,000. Most 
of the men who have been arrested 
have been arraigned and pleaded not 
guilty. 

Eight new warrants were issued 
yesterday, shortly after Fred Gard- 
ner, in charge of Chicago customs 
agents, joined Elmer J. Lewis, head 
of customs investigations along the 
border, in directing the problem.

ARMS. LIMITATION 
DRAFT COMPLETED 


; 


GENEVA, Dec. 2.—(4)—Complet- 
ing tonight its task of drafting a gen- 
eral disarmament. scheme for consid- 
eration by a world conference, the 
preparatory commission inv&ed the 
council of the League of Nations to 
set a date for this momentous assem- 
bly of statesmen. 

By a vote of 14 to 4, with numer- 
ou8 absentions including the United 
States, the commission rejected an ef- 
fort by Germany to have the commis- 


sion recommend the specific date of 
November 5, 1931, for convening the 
general conference. 

Count. von Bernstorff, in putting 
forward the German proposition, con- 
tended November 5 of next year would 
provide ample time to prepare for the 
conference. He ridiculed the phrase 
“soon as possible,” and declared pub- 
lic opinion no longer would tolerate 
this expression. 

“Ten months,” he cried, “is enough 
time in which té prepare for this con- 
ference. If ten months is not enough 
then ten years will not be enough.” 

The German demand for a fixed 
date was backed up by China, Italy, 
Russia and Bulgaria. But Great Brit- 
ain, France, Czechoslovakia, Greece 
and Japan vigorously opposed the 
move and insisted the commission 
would do well not to shoulder the 
heavy responsibility which they con- 
tended belonged only to the league 
council, 

They pointed out the conference 
will be confronted with a stupendous 
task and that long preparation was 
required to insure success. 

The amendment leaving it to the 
council to:fix the date was offered 
by Lord Cecil, of Great Britain. The 
general belief in Geneva was the coun- 
cil would select some date early in 
1932. 

A spirited discussion took place at 
today’s session on the’ use of poison 
gas in warfare, but it finally was de- 
cided to leave the matter over for the 
general conference to decide. 

General opposition to the use of 
poison gas was expressed. On motion 
of Hugh S. Gibson, American dele- 
gate, the commission invited all- goy- 
ernments to set their experts at work 
on the question and be: prepared at 
the general conference to draft an 
agreement which would clarify the re- 
strictions.
